DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claim 34- 
37 directed to Groups II and III non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 34-37 
been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-17,1 9-32, and 38 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach or render obvious a method for producing a plurality of thin film actuators 
comprising: 

a) degassing a polymer film in a vacuum; 

b) depositing a film of a shape memory alloy material onto the polymer film; 

c) imparting a strain to the polymer film by 2 to 8% strain; and 

d) cutting the polymer film in a plurality of directions after imparting a strain to the 
polymer to form a plurality of monolithic thin film actuators, said plurality of monolithic 
thin film actuators having generally the same size after the step of imparting a strain. 

3. Krulevitch et al. (Thin Film Shape Memory Alloy Microactuators, 1996) and 
6,543,1 10 (Pelrine et al.) were considered most pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 

Krulevitch et al. and Pelrine et al. disclose the invention as essentially claimed, 
except for the formation of a plurality of monolithic thin film actuators after a strain is 
imparted onto the polymer. Krulevitch discloses the application of force to a single 
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actuator and Pelrine is silent to the plurality of actuators. Cutting the polymer substrate 
into actuators after the step of subjecting the sheet to strain, greatly increases the 
speed of actuator formation and also significantly reduces the manufacturing costs 
involved. While each reference alone or together may teach the formation of a single 
actuator, neither reference teaches the formation of a plurality of monolithic thin film 
actuators, after imparting a strain, wherein the actuators have generally the same size 
after the step of imparting the strain. There are no teachings or suggestions in the prior 
art to perform the cutting step on an already strained sheet of actuators and the skilled 
person would therefore not be prompted to implement this step in combination with the 
steps outlined in Krulevitch et al. or Pelrine et al. to arrive at this method. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

and 2002/0046783 (Johnson et al.) disclose methods of producing memory alloy 
actuators; however, the methods are directed to single actuators from single substrates.
